Ooiniuil Chiunhoi-s, Govoruiiiont street, 
for tho oloution of ollicor.s, .to., Miv Gran- 
oini in the uliair. 

The minutes of tho In.st meoliug were 
read iiuil lulojiletl. after which tho Becro 
tary proceoilcil to loml tlu* report of tho 
tlirectors, in which it was istatoil tlint great 
jirogress liuil been mailo towards tho otli- 
cioucy of tile iastitiition. A good supply 
of wnter has beon laid on during the last 
year from the city mnins; the drainage 
had also been improved and tlio bwildiug 
jjaiutod and liiui-washod. Tho accounts 
are m a .sutihifafir, coiuUiion. In tho 
opinion of tiio director;; the eliief require- 
ment of tho HoHjJtal is additional ac- 
cominodatioii for the botl.'r cla-ail'yin^c of 
])ationtH, a I'ever wurd being p;irticulurly 
required. 1 1' it is docidi d tliat iho pres- 
ent aite is snitod for ho.spital purposes, 
the directors advise that an appeal tie 
made to the Goi-oi nnu nt for an addition 
to their usual grant .specially for the erec- 
tion of a fever ward. They also advise 
that the Govta iunont provide for a homo 
for iuciirablc:). 

Mr. Gilbt'rl" llohiii.son and Mr.s. Uobin- 
aou liavo been appiduted hupeiinlendent.s. 
The directors liave to espresa their salis- 
factioa with the attontioQ to duty and 
efficiency of Dr, ,T. C. Davio, tho visiting 
surgeon, and to express their thanks to 
the Vancouver Cn.il (JiMn|)any, an l to 
Measiri. Dunsii'.nir, J'igiilc .V t'o. for their 
gifts of coal, and to ML:j.-r:i. Mc.Vlititor 
Bros, for its fiee carriage. 

Dr. Davio'd report was then read, iu 
•which ho says that during the year there 
have been 97 cases admitted into the Hos 
Ijital, and rather more this umiibor recc;iv- 
od treatmenl as oul-patienis, niakiug a 
total of -OU persons relieved at this insti- 
tutiou. Of this liiiuibfji- six died, viz: 
Two from cousuniption, 1 from ulceration 
of the intestines, 1 from caries of tao ver- 
tebr;c,|l from heart disease,! from Bright's 
disease of tho kidneys. Tho Doctor 
strongly a;U'Ocates tlie establisliniout of a 
liomo for incuraL lcs; also, the erection of 
a, ward for eoiuiuunicabie discA'^es. 

Tho Treasurer then read the liuaricial 
Btateiuont, showing .; groit, expenditure of 
35,208.18, witii an inconio of SG,013.79, 
leaving a balance of S715 Gl in bis hands. 
Ho, bowovor, oxplaine 1 that as tho ac- 
counts wore made up tn tlte '!l--t March 
last year, he o;iiy Irul 11 months to ac- 
count for, so ho thouglit it would be ad- 
visable to let the accounts l einaiii over till 
the end of the present month, when they 
could ho audited uml piililisiied . 

Mr. Juoksoii, set'ouiled by Mr. Saun- 
ders, moved that tho ri'jjorts lie received 
and publisbed as soon as tlio yearly ac- 
counts b<s audittul, the co^t of publishing 
in the papers not to exceed $:J0. 

Mr. Saunders moved, in view of the 
recommendation of tho directors, that the 
Government be urged f.o grant ^5,000 to- 
wards tho erection of a lioinu for incur- 
ables, and a ward for iiifceticuis diseaoos.

Mr. Jones considered that the Doctor's 
recommondatiou was that tho present 
Hospital be useii as a house for inourables 
and that a now Hospital bo erected moie 
in uc(^ordanco with the requirements. 

Mr. Graiiciui was of opinion that it 
■would be the bcht plan to ask for wliat tho 
Governiiient Avould be likely to gruit, 
and though t:-:at may not be enougl. to 
build a homo it may bo sulhciont to orect 
a word for those incnrable.s,'and nextyear 
they might bo able to get moro; but to ask 
for a largo sum of iimnoy was absurd. 
There was iio doubt that the Hospital was 
not l.irge onough at present. 

Jlr. Fell was sati-^lied that tlio extra 
ward was an undo'ibti'<l necessity, and ho 
feltalso that ihoy wanted a "home forin- 
onrable." He did not think that it 
•would be advisable to ask the Government 
for a largo sum. as the country cannot 
afford it at presiMit. lie thought tluit as 
tl'.o Lunatic Asylum would sliortly lio 
v acated tho directors would do well to ask 
tlio.Govorniiieet fortlio building, to which 
the incurables could be taken with a very 
small outlay. 

The resolntion was carried.

FEDKlIAfj UliLA'riONS. 

Mr. Tolmiu moved that a ros))eotful 
address bo lu-esented to His Honor tho 
l.iieuteniint-tiovcrnor, jiraying His Honor 
to cause tho Dominion Oovornment to be 
informed of the earnest wish of the mem- 
bers of the Legislative Assembly of Bri- 
tish Columbia for tho early establiali- 
niont of well-defined and junt; federal rc- 
hitions between the Uoited Kingdom of 
Groat J3ritain and Ireland of the one, and 
British Xorth Aiuorica of tho otlitr part. 

Tho hon. mover hoped that tho resolu- 
tion ho had just*read would meet with 
unanimous approval. It ■was to be re- 
mombcred that wliethor members ware 
English, Irinh, Scotch or Canadians born , 
tliey were above all Oolumbiuns and Eri- 
tons, and closor union with the inotlior 
country must ho ilesired by uvery one. Jt 
was becoming tho wish of tho majority of 
our follow-oiTuntrymen in the East that 
tho Dominion should have federative 
union with the Uniifnl Kingdom. Tho 
Hon. (b'orgo Brown luul been one of tbo 
tirst, years ago, to point out how objeo- 
tionably anomaloiiK wore the iiresent rela- 
tions. Tho Hon. Ed ward Bhdie, of whoui, 
notwithstanding his backslidiugs towards 
British Columbia,^ be would sjieak ^ith 
all resiiect, as one of Canada's greatest 
men, hail (5UTeral times declared liimsidf 
favorable to belter delinod oonncctiou. 
Federation of tho Empire had often been 
advocated in public meetings at home and 
occabiunally in tho House of Commons. 
It hud been frequently disouBsod at tbo 
meetioga ef tbo Boyal Culonial lustituta, 
nnd hod been tho tlieiro of iiowspapor 
leaders and TUviow articles. It was pro- 
|)e: now, in those trying times, that the 
(neat subject of the consolidation of the 
Muqiiro should be elevated into the do- 
nmiu of juactical stateamaDship, and 
whom did it become so ■well as isolated, 
indeiiondout British Columbians? Mr. 
Tolmio next quoted from Cnjitain C'd- 
(jiub'H paniiihlets in proof that our da- 
feucoless wasktioirn at home, and also iu 
proof of Biiasia'a proiiuredness. 

Jlr, Fisher seconded the resolution, 
feeling assurod it could do no barm if it 
did no good. The House, should how- 
ever bo cauliou.'i not to tauiali/.o the Ini- 
purial Government by not taking a suili- 
cieutly broad riow of the tnntter. Ho 
thought a movement in favor of borne 
rulo was a retrogado step, I)ut ho ■>vas in 
favor of the confederation of the eiuiuro. 
Mr, HntnpUrsys nuid the reaolutioa was 



an extraordinary one, Tho existence of 
tiie British North America Act defined 
the relations between Canada and Great 
Britain, and the resolution therefore 
would place tbo Hoiiso in tho absurd po- 
sition of asking tho Lieut. -Governor to 
apprise the Dominion Government of 
something they wore already aware of. 
The mover of tho resolution should have 
euli^htenod tho House as to any defects 
in tho existing Organic Act, and until iio 
did so tho matter should bo allowed to 
drop. 

Hon. iilr. Smitlio said the last speaker 
did not comi)relieud that the resolution 
had nothing to do with the British North 
America Act. Itti real aim was tho con- 
federation, of the whole British Empire 
aud he was sure that every member of 
tho House would admit that if tho Em- 
pire were to continue a iirst-clasa power 
consolidation was the only means of ac- 
complishing that ond. Tho (piestion was 
a very extensive one and should be dealt 
with carefully; but on tho face of it tho 
rcsolutiou oomineudod itself to tho gen- 
eral support of the House. 

Dr. 'i'olmie said of course ho aimed at 
tho consolidation of tho Britisli l^mpire; 
but ho had dealt with the matter only as 
pertiiining to Canadians. Tho House had 
no right to spouk for Australians, Now 
Zealanders aud othor colonist.s, 

Mr. Humphreys said there could bo no 
possible harm in tho House expressing a 
genoral dosiroin favor of gcuieral confed- 
eratiou — not fiimply a desiro to estalilish 
closer federal relations between Canada 
and Great Britain. 

Ur, Tolmie said he would withdraw the 
resolution and amend it so as secure a 
unanimous vote, (Hear.) 

Tho resolution was then withdeawn. 
Mr. Beavou introduced "An Act for the 
protection of certain .\uiinals aud Birds." 
Also "An Act ndaiing to Corporations." 
Ho also moved for a riMuru of all applica- 
tions to purchase uuHurveyed lands siuco 
April, 1872; all lands sold since 3l8t Dec, , 
187G; and all town lots sold since Slst Dec, 
1875.

— A 
late number of the San Fruncihco Bxdietin 
describes a recent scene at one of the maii^- 
free luuch tables in that city: " Yes erd«y 
348 persons were fed at the Cm/tral Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church, Bafikets of pro 
visions wcro also sent 10 distressed homes. 
All these cases were iiive tigited by Rev. 
Dr. Jewell and tbo ladies, many touching 
and distreHsing incidents came to lighi, 
aud pioviH thnt iiiui'h more mifl'eriug ex 
ists than had been suppose I. In one 
case a mother was found, uitb a child two 
weeks old, without a crust of bread in th« 
bouse. Tho lmsl)atid had a sliort time 
lifforo fliill'crcd an injury to hin back, to- 
tally untitling him for woik. .\notliur 
hulijoet wus that of 11 family of faihor, 
mother aud four or five children, aud the 
only thing in tho house in tuo nature of 
food was a smad quantity of flour. Iu 
tho morning tho father had refus-od to 
take any iiortioii of this for liiniBolf, lera 
lus children woiibl feci the pangs of hun- 
ger, and he leli the bouse without break- 
ing his fast. When the luother was a:;k- 
od if she would acoept| ashist inert she 
burst into tears und coiisenlod o::ly as a 
duty to her family. Tho needs of these 
persons, and uiauy (dlicrs nearly as heart- 
rending, wore iniiiieiliately relieved. 
.Many of the moii tli.it apidy for reli^jf aro 
undoubtedly able-bodied, but imlolont, 
aud would not work if they could get it, 
but tho larger proportion aro real cases of 
need, and niauy of the men ask for somo 
kind of oiuployment whereby they could 
aarii a meal, and not bo obliged to accojit 
charity,"
